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Bishop’s World Communications Day message 


“Parishes, increase presence in media’ 


SAN DIEGO — Bishop Leo T. Maher is asking 
families in the diocese “to develop an ability to 
understand the media better,” and is calling on 
“parishes to increase their own presence in the 
media.” 


In a letter to pastors regarding World 
Communications Day, which will be observed in 
parishes throughout the diocese Sunday, May 18, 
the bishop wrote, “Christian families are being 
asked to recognize the crucial importance of the 
communications media in their lives.” 


The bishop urged pastors to discuss World 
Communications Day with their parishioners this 
weekend. He said the diocesan Center for Liturgy © 
and Prayer had prepared liturgical and study 
materials to aid parishes in observing the day. 


Recommended by the Second Vatican Council, 
World Communications Day is an occasion for 
prayer, reflection and study centering on media 
and the responsibility of the church towards them, 
said James R. Bastis, San Diego diocesan director 
of communications. 


ALSO, IN RELATION to the World 
Communications Day observance, the Catholic 
Communication Campaign, begun last year, will 
be conducted in parishes in the diocese this 
Sunday. 


In his letter, Bishop Maher said the collection 
can assist the church in meeting the “need to 
build a national vision in the communications 
media.” 


The campaign prevides essential funds to help 
the church make more effective use of : 
communications media and to foster greater 
awareness of the influence of media on the 
family, community and society, Bastis said. 


Half the funds raised in the collection in the 
diocese Sunday will be used on the national level, 
while the other half will be used in the diocese. 


LAST YEAR more than $4 million was collected 
from the nationwide campaign. The U.S. Catholic 
Conference has approved 18 projects, mostly. 
related to radio and television, totalling $667,654, 
to be funded from its portion of last year’s 
Campaign. 

The San Diego diocese used its share to help 
fund the Come Home for Christmas program 
which made extensive use of the media in 
advertising. The Program invited inactive 
Catholics to take advantage of the Christmas 
season to come back to their active faith 
communities. 


Bastis said though he doesn’t know as yet what 
Projects will be funded in the diocese with this 
year’s share of the collection, his office hopes to 
make as effective an impact on the media as last 
year. 


CURRENTLY, THE OFFICE'S main project is 
producing in cooperation with KCST, Channel 39, 
the weekly televised Mass for shut-ins aired at 
7:30 a.m. on Sundays. 


The theme for this year’s World Communications 
Day, “The Role of Social Communications and the 
Task of the Family,” has been emphasized in a 
statement by Pope John Paul II. 


The pope said parents and teachers must work 
to “neutralize any harmful aspects” of the mass 
media and to help children benefit from its “many 
valuable aspects.”

“watchdog agency, to admonish the Courier-Post for its

PRIEST WANTS BOYCOTT — Americans should boycott 
British goods as a protest against the treatment given 
prisoners in Northern Ireland, according to Father Denis 
Faul, who has been active in civil rights movements since 
the 1960s. The priest said prisoners are mistreated. 


CHRISTIANS-JEWS SEEK BRIDGES—Participants at 
the fifth national Workshop on Christian-Jewish Relations 
held in Dallas agreed to try to bridge areas of 
misunderstanding and disagreement on such sensitive 
issues as proselytism and the Middle East. The more than 
200 participants also discussed promoting human rights 
and combating anti-Semitism. 


ASSASSINATION REPORT PUSHED— Catholic church 
leaders are pressing the ruling junta for results of a 
promised investigation into the murder of Archbishop 
Oscar Romero of San Salvador.

Parishioners want building razed

SAN DIEGO—A dilapidated two-story building located 
within 100 yards of Our Lady of Angels Church and school 
may soon be torn down or moved following seven years of 
efforts by the parish to have the property cleaned up. 


The action is the result of the protests of parishioners 


‘who rallied together last month and decided to declare war 


on the absentee landlord of the property, according to 
Father Ned Brockhaus, pastor. 


THEIR COMPLAINT is that the house is not only a 
nuisance but also serves as a shelter for transients and has 
been the source of problems, which include noise, crime- 
and drug traffic, for neighborhood residents and business, 
said Father Brockhaus. 

“We feel it’s such a danger. It’s a real hazard with the 
school children passing by every day,” he said. 


The building, which is located on Market and 24th 
streets, is partially boarded up and sits on alot strewn with 
litter, broken glass, nails and weeds. A large hole is hidden 
by debris and weeds in one corner of the lot. 


FATHER BROCKHAUS explained that in the past seven 
years the building has been cited for various code 
violations by city officials And condemned after the owner, 
Conrad Kronenberg, chose not to repair the building. 


requiring repair or demolition with a notice sent to 
Kronenberg. However, it was delayed when Kronenberg, 
through his attorney, John P. Moody, said he was in the 
process of selling the property. 

More than 200 persons attended a rally on May 1 
organized by the Our Lady of Angels parishioners where 
Moody announced that the House would be torn down 
within two weeks. 


HOWEVER, the group has taken further action in case 
the house is not demolished before that time. 


“We've researched it (demolition of the building). One 
contractor said the job could be done in three days. One 
day to acquire the permit and two days to do the work,” 
said Father Brockhaus. 


City Attorney Alejando Matuk was also contacted by the 
group. Matuk has told them that the case has been 
reactivated and that action will be taken in the event that 
demolition of the house does not take place soon, 
added Father Brockhaus. 


“WE'VE WAITED seven years and nothing has been 
done. We want the house torn down and the debris cleaned 
out,” he said. 


“The only way we'll get it torn down is through public 
pressure. Through the city attorney's office there can be 
too many delays.”

‘We're blessed,’ Says 
mother of survivor

DEL MAR—“We are truly blessed to 
have our son come out of this alive and as 
well as he did,” said Mrs. Celeste Schaefer, 
a parishioner of St. James, Solana Beach, 
and the mother of one of the men injured 
in the attempted rescue of the 53 
American hostages in Iran. 

Her son, Marine Maj. James H. Schae- 
fer, 36, suffered facial burns in the crash 
between a C-130 transport plane and a 
helicopter in the Iranian «‘esert April 24. 
Four others were injured and eight were 
killed in the mishap. 

MAJ. SCHAEFER has been released 
from Brooke Army Medical Center, San 
Antonio, where two others of the rescue 
team remain in critical condition. 


Mrs. Schaefer said everybody she knew 
was praying and sending prayer and Mass 
cards after it was learned her son was 
involved and injured in the abortive rescue 
attempt. 

However, it hasn't only been her friends 
who have responded. She has received 
mail from throughout the country. But she 
said her son was overwhelmed at the 
amount of mail he received from across 
the nation. 

MRS. SCHAEFER recounted that “when | 
heard about it (the rescue attempt and 
crash) on the 11 o'clock news, | thought it 
was a great possibility my son was 
involved in the operation.” 

But she didn’t know for sure until a 
Catholic chaplain and a Marine major 
appeared at her front door the next 
morning. 

The chaplain, she related, inquired as to 
who was her pastor and he called Msgr. 
William Spain, pastor of St. James. 


“MSGR. SPAIN was in my house in less 


than an hour. His presence was very 
comforting to us. He was so concerned,” 
Mrs. Schaefer said. 


Msgr. Spain celebrated a Mass of 
thanksgiving for the Schaefer family and 
friends Saturday, April 26, at St. Leo’s 
Mission of the parish to give thanks for 
Maj. Schaefer's safety and to pray for 
those who died and their families and for 
the recovery of those injured. 

Mrs. Schaefer said she is still asking for 
prayers. for. the -two still in critical 
condition. 


SHE SAID THAT when she and her 
husband, James-Sr., went to San Antonio 
two weeks ago to visit her son, they also 
visited most of the other surviving crash 
victims and met all of their families. 


Her son Peter, 34, also visited his 
brother at Brooke along with some 
important company. 


When Peter, who lives near Washington, 
D.C., heard that President Carter was 
going to travel to San Antonio to visit the 
injured men, he called the White House, 
and was invited~ to accompany the 
President on the trip. 


Mrs. Schaefer said an experience she 
had has made her feel closer to the 
hostages. She received a call from Mrs. 
Moorfield of La Jolla, whose husband is 
one of the 53 being held in Iran. 


“MRS. MOORFIELD said she had written 
to the boys who tried to rescue the 
hostages, but called to express her great 
appreciation in the courageous attempt,” 
Mrs. Schaefer related. 


The entire ordeal was bizarre and 
exhausting, Mrs. Schaefer said. But the 
entire family experienced the bond of 
family unity.

Religious rights vs. labor rights 


Last week in San Diego a chief U.S. 


district judge may have brought this 
country full circle 189 years after the Bill of 
Rights was ratified. His decision cannot be 
considered beneficial to those who have 
strong religious beliefs. His declaration may 
in fact be at odds with the thoughts and 
hopes of.our founding fathers. 


Chief Justice Edward J. Schwartz 
declared federal amendments requiring 
employers and unions to make “reasonable 


accommodations” for workers’ religious 


beliefs unconstitutional. 


A little background. General Dynamics, 
because of a union agreement, fired an 
employee, David Anderson, for his refusal 
to join the union based on his religious 
belief. The employee sued to regain his job. 
The case has been under consideration 
since 1972. 


Why did he sue? 


a. Anderson felt that the 1964 Civil Rights - 


Act outlawed discrimination by employers 
based on religious belief; 

b. Unions are forbidden from attempting 
to cause an employer. to discriminate 
against a worker; and 

c. The 1972 amendment to the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act states that unions and 


employers are also required to make 


Letters. 


“reasonable accommodations” to workers 
for their religious beliefs. 


General Dynamics felt that allowing 
Anderson to be non-union while all their 
other employees were required to be union 
members was more than a reasonable 
accommodation on their part. Last year, the 
U.S. 9th Circuit Court disagreed with 
General Dynamics. So did we in a June 7 
editorial. Thus, Anderson was not required 
to join the union and was allowed to keep his 


- job. 


What we are faced with in this situation is 
known as the Catch-22 syndrome. There is 
just no way this problem can be solved 
without offending someone’s rights. 


Consider this: General Dynamics must 
respect Anderson’s religious beliefs and 
make a reasonable attempt to accommo- 
date his religion in his job. Why? Because 
the 1964 Civil Rights Act and a 1972 
amendment to that act say so. But wait, 


General Dynamics cannot make special 


concessions to Anderson without allowing 
its other employees special privileges. Why? 
Because the 1964 Civil Rights Act says so. 
Now to complicate the situation Judge 
Schwartz says the government should not 
even be involved. Why? Because the 1972 
amendment is unconstitutional. Why?

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On the basis of its own record, the U.S.

Amendment to be unconstitutional. 


(This is the provision, fiercely debated 
in -Congress, that public funding of 
‘abortions should be allowed in only the 
most extreme circumstances.) 


THE COURT COULD surprise me. 
Though there is little question of its 
support for a woman’s legal right to have 
an abortion still, it could find reasons to 
come down in favor of Hyde. 


First, there is the real issue of 
constitutional separation of powers 
among the branches of our federal 
government. 


One of the clearest prerogatives of 
Congress is its basic control over the 
federal budget. The justices might see the 
rejection of Hyde as the court’s usurpation 
-of a congressional function. 

IF 1T DOES DECIDE that poor women 


have a legal right to federally-funded 
abortions, will the court also accept the

money Congress and the administration 
must budget for this purpose? What would 
it do if an indignant House of 
Representatives provided inadequate 
funding for this purpose? 


Second, the public opinion on this issue 
has changed dramatically since 1973 
when the court accepted Justice 
Blackmun’s tortured justification for the 
right to abortion on demand. 


At that time, the opposition to abortion 
was widespread but quiet. Prevailing law 
supported this opposition. Most of those 
who saw abortion as legally unacceptable 
probably assumed that the court would 
not overturn the prevailing legal position. 


NOW, HOWEVER, IT must be quiet clear 
to the court that a very large, fiercely 
determined segment of the population is 
determined that Justice Blackmun’s 
reasoning must not prevail. 


Moreover, aside from the popular pro- 
life movement, this opinion has been

And if that happens, | have another 
assumption. Instead of discouraging the 
pro-life movement, such a ruling would 
give added impetus to the drive for a 
constitutional amendment to protect 
unborn human life.

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One of life’s real tragedies is the way so 
many people distort their personalities 
and warp their expectations by clinging to 
past injuries and injustices. Somehow the 
message seems to escape them that when 
they dwell on any abuse or persecution 
they may have had to endure in the past, 
and find cause there for mistrust, 
suspicion, unforgiveness and even 
revenge, this attitude will taint not only 
their present but the future as well. 


If the way we remember rouses us to 
anger and bitterness or fear and 
resentment, there is no way to prevent 
these emotions from affecting today and 
tomorrow. They transform both our 
disposition and outlook. 


WE OFTEN REMARK that most people 
prefer to remember only the pleasant 
things but that does not seem to be true. 
On the whole we do not willingly release 
unhappy memories, although they are 
often suppressed, pushed beneath that 
outer shell we exhibit to our public. But | 
do not think it escapism to recall the good 
that has happened to us, rather than the 
evil. 


It is more a seeking after truth, aneed to 


Q and A 


Q: In our parish | have a hard time trying 
to get people to sing. Is this the case all 
over and, if so, why? 


A: There are anumber of reasons for this 
reluctance, the underlying one being that 
people even of good will have not been 
given sufficient explanation. St. Augustine 
put it so beautifully: “A song is a thing of 
joy; more profoundly, it is a thing of love. 


“Anyone, therefore, who has learned to 
love the new life has learned to sing a new 
song, and the new song reminds us of our 
new life. The new man, the new song, the 
new. covenant, all belong to the one 
kingdom of God, and so the new man will 
sing a new song and will belong to the new 
covenant.” 


So much for the theory. In reality, 
consider the facts: in our schools music 
education always loses to “practical” 
subjects; TV addiction has made us 
passive participants; and music is still 
viewed as more of a feminine than a 
masculine activity. Moving intothe church 
building itself, we observe other negative 
factors. 

First, some priests have had so little 
music education that they couldn't tell a 
good hymn froma bad hymn if it parhee on 
the rectory doorstep.

hug to ourselves hateful and hurtful 
memories. 


What matters is not what has been done 
to us but what we have made of our 
circumstances. It is -hot important 


wouldn't keep a teenager in popcorn for a 
week. Third (and as a consequence) the

The first reading seems to contradict 
the very essence of religious unity. Itis the 
story of Stephen’s martyrdom. Hereaman 
is put to death because of his religious 
convictions. And after recounting that 
death Luke adds, “That day saw the 
beginning of a great persecution of the 
church in Jerusalem.” 


First of all, we know that one of the 
overriding themes of Luke’s writings is 
that of unity. It is he who tells us of the 
coming of the Spirit upon the young 
church and of the peat unity of tongues 
that followed. 


THE IGNOBLE STORY of the tower of 
Babel was reversed! Moreover, several 
times he speaks of the believers being “of 
one heart and one mind.” There is no 
doubt that he sees this as the ideal for all 
peoples. 


What Stephen’s story tells us with 
respect to this final unity is that it will not 
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faith 


Remember the past with love and gratefulness 


whether we can justify our resentments, 
but how we have allowed them to affect the 
way we perceive other people, our own 
potential and the opportunities that come 
our Way. 


One can only really appreciate the 
present and look forward to the future with 
eager anticipation after forgiving past 
hurts and the people who may have 
inflicted them and at least trying to see 
and accept the good in them. 


HOW MANY POTENTIALLY harmonious 
relationships founder on rocklike 
stubbornness of one or the other person to 
give up a sense of injury and victimization 
and a driving desire to punish the other in 
some way? All too often the compulsion to 
punish people we have injured already is 
no more than the refusal to see ourselves 
as we are and make that little extra effort to 
let go of our own half-recognized pain! We 
demean ourselves more than anyone else 
when we align our lives with the evils of 
moroseness and self-pity. 


For Christians, such an attitude is in 
direct denial of Christ. For us, surely, the 
past must always bear the footprints of 
God and the memory of loving presence.

Otherwise why do we call ourselves 
Christian? However great the past and. 
present tragedies and unhappiness; 
however painful the betrayals and 
desertions and infidelities, surely we of all 
people must retain an awareness of God’s 
guiding hand drawing us onwards to new 
and greater dimensions of understanding 
and perception?

be achieved without suffering. We are not 
to pray for persecution, of course, but we 
must be able to see in suffering for 
religious convictions the seedbed. of 
future unity. That was surely Luke’s 
conviction. 


But he adds another important 
insight. He tells us that before Stephen 
died he cried out, “Lord, do not hold this 
sin against them.” Forgiveness of one’s 
enemies is an indispensable factor in 
religious unity. 

WITHOUT FORGIVENESS, there can be 
no reconciliation. Without reconciliation, 
there is no oneness _in the Lord. And 
forgiveness, like peace, must begin with 
me.

What the reading is saying to us is that 
we, too, must share the author's eager 
longing for the Lord’s coming. Our “Come, 
Lord Jesus!” should be ‘as passionate as 
his. If we yearn for that coming, then we 
know we are seeking unity, for where He is, 
all believers will be with Him. 


THE GOSPEL READING says it all most 
fully. It is Jesus’ own prayer for the unity of 
those who call themselves disciples. And 
He prays, not just for those of His day, but 
also for us who believe in Him “through 
their word.” He prays, too, for the world, 
that it might come to believe and be one 
with Him. 


The unity Jesus prays for is likened to 
the unity of the Father and the Son, a unity 
which makes ours possible. This 
intercommunion of Father, Son and 
faithful is beyond imagining. We can only 
say, as He says, that our life is Theirs and 
Theirs is ours. 


Aid Africa, but preserve its 
values, culture, pope says 


ARIDJAN, Ivory Coast (NC)—African 
countries need foreign ‘aid, but not at the 
expense of Africa’s values. 


This was a key theme emerging from the 
speeches of Pope John Paul Il as he punctuated 
his trip to Africa during his final stops in Upper 
Volta and the Ivory Coast: 


FOREIGN AID TO poor countries is “a 
question of international justice,” the pope said 
May 10. The setting of his statement was Upper 
Volta, one of the poorest, driest countries in the 
world. Annuaf per capita income is $110 and- 
droughts are a perennial problem. 


In his five-hour visit to Ouagadougou, the 
Capital of Upper Volta, the pontiff linked 
material needs to spiritual development. 


“One gives glory to God by making creation 
serve integral, complete human development, 
which lets man attain his full spiritual 


~ dimension,” the pope told some 200,000 


people gathered for Mass outside the cathedral 
in Ouagadougou. " 


“HUMAN SOLIDARITY must show itself in 
helping victims and countries who cannot 
immediately tackle such crises and whose 
economy faces possible ruin. 


“It is a question of -international justice, 
particularly toward countries that are too often 
hurt by disasters, while others find themselves 
in geographic or climactic conditions which, by 
comparison, can only be called ‘privileged.’” 


FROM THE AIRPORT the pope went to the 
state house, where he repeated his concern for 
human dignity and progress, for government in 
the service of people and for fruitful church- 
state cooperation for the common good. 


The majority of the people of Upper Volta are 


. animists, about 10 percent of the population is 


Christian and one-fifth is Moslem. The country’s 
population is about six million. 


The pope left Upper Volta shortly after 2 p.m. 
(9 a.m. EDT) to fly to the Ivory Coast, the last 
country on his. 11-day African trip. 


IN THE IVORY COAST, the pope warned 
Africa that it should not be seduced into losing 
its values when receiving international aid. 


Several times during his visit (May 10-12), _ : 
' the pope warned against Western materialism. 


The church must help those in charge not to 
transpose Western models of life which tend to 
foster materialism, individualism and practical 
atheism, the pope told the nation’s bishops May 
pe ae: : 


AT A MASS THE NIGHT before in Abidjan 
Stadium he warned against “dangerously 
widening the gap between rich and poor, as the 
gap between rich countries and poor countries 
is increasing.” 
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The pope struck the same note in his address 
to President Felix Houphouet-Roigny and the 
nation May 10. 


“How | would love to help defend (Africa) 
from invasions of every kind, from visions of 
man and society that are partial or materialistic, 
that threaten Africa’s road to truly human and 
African development,” the pope exclaimed. 


WHEN HE FLEW BY helicopter to 
Yamoussoukro, about 160 miles from Aridjan, 
the afternoon of May 11 for a Mass for African 
youth, the pope emphasized the same theme. 


“Guard your African roots well,” hetold young — 


people. “Safeguard the values of your culture.” 


Several times previously on his 11-day 
African voyage Pope John Paul warned against 
importing ideologies of East or West or 
succumbing to what he called “ideological or 
practical materialism.” 


BUT HIS COMMENTS in the Ivory Coast, his 
last stop and one of Africa’s most rapidly 
urbanizing and economically expanding 
countries, were his most concerted and forceful 
plea. 


His Ivory Coast visit was also one of the most 
jubilant on his tour. He arrived May 10 into 
at the airport outside Abidjan. 


For his motorcade frorn the airport into 
Abidjan, a million people lined the streets, 
shouting and singing and dancing. 


THE CROWD EASILY matched the numbers 
who cheered the pope’s arrival in Kinshasa, 


Zaire, at the start of his tour. The Ivory Coast has 


a population only nine percent Catholic, one- 
fifth the percentage in Zaire. In the Ivory Coast, 
about 675,000 people profess Catholicism. 


In Abidjan Stadium the first evening, tens of 
thousands of people filled the seats as the pope 
concelebrated Mass with the country’s bishops 
and 13 of the 14 new Ivorian priests who 
recently completed their seminary training. - 


The next day in Yamoussoukro, the newly 
ordained priests again concelebrated Mass 
with the pope. It was the largest ordination class 
in Ivory Coast history and a symbol of its 
progressing an indigenous clergy. 4 


At the Mass, the pope also confirmed 10 
young persons — four girls and six boys — each 
of whom wore a white pullover shirt with a print 


-of Pope John Paul on the front. At the offertory, 


14 girls, also wearing Pope John Paul shirts, 


danced. 


THE POPE ENDED his African tour May 12 
with a morning trip by helicopter to a leper 
colony in the jungle village of Adzope, 35 miles 
from Abidjan. 


“l wanted my last visit in Africa to be with 
you,” said the pope to 250 lepers.

| USCC resettling 300 Cuban 
refugees daily in America 


MIAMI (NC) — About 300 Cuban refugees are 
now being resettled daily by the U.S. Catholic 
Conference’s Migration and Refugee Services, 
which expects to process 70 percent of the 
exiles continuing to arrive in south Florida by 
boat. 


According to John McCarthy, a 30-year 
veteran of resettlement work and MRS director, 
more than half the exiles will be resettled 
outside Florida. “We have had offers of jobs and 
housing from all over the nation,” McCarthy 
said. “In the Miami area, we are_not resettling 
any refugee who has no relatives here.” 


EUGENE EDENBERG, administrative 
assistant to President Carter, said that “humane 
and prompt processing of the refugees is a 
principal concern of the federal government 
now. Our first priority is to reunite families, not 
only in Florida but throughout the country.” 


Expense of resettling the latest wave of exiles 
from communist Cuba is being borne primarily 
_ by the federal government, McCarthy said. 


More than 70 percent of the refugees are 
men. Many of those are single and were 
employed in Cuba as laborers and construction 
workers. The 36,000 Cubans who have come to 
south Florida in small boats since late April 
represent about half the Cubans who sought

refuge in the Peruvian Embassy in Havana, a 
source said. 


THE USCC OFFICE IN Coral Gables has a list 
of 150 cities and dioceses across the nation 
who will welcome the refugees, officials said. 
Some refugees have been sent already to 
Newark and Paterson, N.J.; San Antonio, Dallas, 
and Houston, Texas; and Alaska. 


Former refugees traveling to Cuba by boat to 
bring out relatives frequently are being forced 
by the Castro regime to substitute for their 
family members persons of the government's 
choosing, reports say. Among these are 
convicts, identified by other refugees as 
Criminals. They are being interrogated and sent 
to a federal prison in Alabama. 


Reports coming out of Cuba say food costs 
have skyrocketed. One Cuban-born resident of 
Miami said a can of 10 frankfurters was $10; a 
16-ounce bottle of water $8; a small box of 
crackers $10; one dozen eggs $25; andacanof 
processed meat $5. In order to bathe, those who 
can afford it must travel to a local hotel and pay 
$15 for a shower, he.said. ; 

MEANWHILE, MIAMI ARCHBISHOP Edward 
A. McCarthy traveled to Key West May 7 to 
welcome refugees and to celebrate a Mass for 
them ina hangar utilized asa reception center. 


Church can’t be neutral 


.-SAN FRANCISCO (NC)—Neither the 
church nor society can be neutral on the matter 
of homosexual activity, Archbishop John R. 
Quinn of San Francisco, president of the 


Homosexuality. 


In his letter, dated May 5, the archbishop 
said, “We are being besieged to move from a 
non-prejudicial attitude toward individuals toa 
point of view of total acceptance of 
homosexuality as a legitimate alternative to 


support this position. 


“THE CHURCH MUST continue to uphold the 
human dignity and the human rights of every 
person including homosexual persons. 


“On the one hand; homosexuality cannot be 
treated simply as the manifestation of a 
consciously chosen depravity. Homosexual 
persons cannot, merely because they are 
homosexual, be visited with harassment and 
contempt. 


“At the same time, however, opposition to 
homosexuality as an acceptable lifestyle by the 
church or by society cannot be regarded as a 
prejudice. : 


“TO AGREE THAT THE persecution and 
harassment of homosexuals is incompatible 
with the Gospel is, therefore, not to say that the 


church and society should be neutral about ° 


homosexual activity. The church and society 
cannot and should not place the family, whichis 
and always will be the basic unit of society, on 
a par with homosexual social units.” 


Archbishop Quinn insisted on a clear 
“distinction between the homosexual tendency 
and the acting out of homosexuality through 


sexual encounters with persons of the same : 


sex. 
“With this distinction in mind,” hewrote, “and 


respecting contemporary data that in most. 


cases the homosexual tendency has not been 
chosen, a working definition of homosexuality 
is: a predominant, persistent and exclusive 


National Conference of Catholic Bishops ss 
(NCCB), said in a Pastoral Letter on’ 


heterosexuality and the society is asked to. 


psychosexual attraction toward persons of the 
same sex. 


“A HOMOSEXUAL PERSON is one who feels 
sexual desire for and asexual responsiveness to 
persons of the same sex and who seeks or would 
like to seek actual sexual fulfillment of this 
desire by sexual acts with persons of the same 
sex.” 


Reviewing recent Catholic teaching on the 
subject of homosexuality, the archbishop 
concluded that the teachings of the church “re- 
echo the clear teaching of the Scriptures in 
declaring homosexual acts to be gravely evil 
and a disordered use of the sexual faculty. 


“These same teachings also make clear the 
distinction between homosexual acts and 
homosexual orientation, and counsel sensitive 
and positive pastoral care in helping individual 
homosexual persons in their journey of 
discipleship.” 

ARCHBISHOP QUINN SAID that both the Old 
and New Testament reject and condemn 
homosexual acts. “The Scriptures, it is true, do 
not explicitly. deal with the question of 
homosexual attraction or with the issue of a 
homosexual lifestyle. Nevertheless they do 
most clearly condemn an important element of 
that lifestyle, namely homosexual intercourse.” 


The condemnation of homosexual behavior 
in Scripture “does not imply any justification for 
exploitation of the homosexual or any injury to 
his or her dignity as a human person,” he said. 


The church proposes various guidelines and 
Pastoral approaches to assist and encourage . 
the homosexual person’s psychological and 
spiritual growth, the archbishop continued. 


“JUST AS UNMARRIED persons are not 
exempt from the moral teaching of the 
Scriptures and of the church which has to do 
with sexual conduct, so homosexual persons 
are not exempt from this teaching either. 


“Thus despite the: difficulties, homosexual 
persons who wish to receive the Eucharist must 
be honestly following the moral teaching of the 
church or at least sincerely striving to live up to 
the teaching.”

CHULA VISTA—If a 
person were choking or 
stopped breathing would 
you know what to do? Eighth 
grade students at St. Pius X

About 35 students at the 
school recently completed 
an eight-hour course 
offered by the American 
Red Cross of Chula Vista 
during which they were 
trained in several life- 
saving techniques.

(CPR) which includes chest 
compressions and artificial 
respiration. In addition to 
CPR the children were 
taught techniques to help 
choking victims. 


“CPR is used to start the 
heart after it has stopped 
for any reason. It can be 
electrical shock, a heart 
attack, drowning, anything. 
It is a treatment of the 
symptoms (heart failure),” 
explained Red Cross volun- 
teer Cathy Vuchetich. Mrs. 
Vuchetich participated in 
the eight-hour class during 
the week. ; 


“CPR is so important. You 
don't have to be a doctor to 
do it. You don’t have to 
know why the heart stopped,” 
she said.

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Book Review 


IN THE SHADOW OF HIS WINGS by Sister 
Mary Assumpta Ahles, OSF. Franciscan 
Sisters, 8th Ave. and 2nd St. SE, Little 
Falls, MN 56345, 555 pages. 


Take an Anglican minister's daughter 
who grows up in a very sheltered 
atmosphere on the Isle of Guernsey and 
try to predict her future. Would it ever have 
included starting a Roman Catholic 
sisterhood that would eventually have 
three worldwide offshoots? 


This charming and easily readable 
history of the Franciscan Sisters of Little 
Falls, Minn., starts with the birth of 
Elizabeth Hayes on Guernsey in 1823. Asa 
young woman, she was among the first to 
try to revitalize monastic life in the 
Anglican Church. The path led her directly 
to Rome. 


SHE WAS A visionary, a romantic, a 
dreamer, but she loved God and wanted to 
spread His church. These dreams took her 
to Jamaica, to France, to Rome and then 
back to Minnesota and Georgia. 


The American bishops in the era after 
the Civil War faced wave after wave of 
immigrants. They welcomed help 
wherever they could get it. When Mother 
Mary Ignatius came with sisters for their 
schools, they welcomed the former 
Elizabeth Hayes with open arms— and no 
money. : 


Mother Ignatius and her sisters lived the 
life of Franciscan poverty with a 
vengeance. It was not a genteel poverty, by 
any means. 


THEN, WITH A convert’s love for Rome, 
Mother Ignatius was persuaded to transfer

her motherhouse and novitiate to Rome. It 
was a near fatal mistake. The distance 
between Rome and the American 
foundations, and the founder’s very poor 
health, almost destroyed the order. 


The bishops in Minnesota helped 
engineer the break and the Franciscan 
Sisters of the Immaculate Conception 
(now of Little Falls, MN) came into being 
as a diocesan congregation. Later an 
Illinois foundation would also become an 
independent congregation. 


The expanding apostolate was dynamic, 
and the author chronicles success after 
success. A familiar story, until the 
confusion of the post-Vatican II era made 
it grind to a halt. Sister Mary Assumpta 
faces the future with high hopes that this is 
just a temporary affair. 


IF THIS BOOK were merely the story of a 
local religious order, it would not merit our 
attention out here. But it does, since it 
provides the context of an exciting chapter 
in American Catholic Church history. 


Many names familiar to national 
Catholic Church history are seen at work 
here, not as great names but as men and 
women of real flesh and blood. The waves 
that have rippled through our church as 
ideas, movements or crises are viewed in 
particular instances. 


Readers who have come from the upper 
midwest will certainly enjoy this book. 
Students of church history will appreciate 
the tremendous amount of research and 
the many hours of study that went into this 
volume. It is the result of a labor of love, 
but one well founded in scholarship. 
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for reassurance. Sister is the only 
“Mommy” this little orphan in 
Timbuktu has known. She provides 
comfort — food — shelter — but 
above all, the love that the children at 
this orphanage so desperately crave. 


Sister is there because the Church is 
there. And the Church is there be- 
cause YOU make it possible through 
your generosity to the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith.
